WHOLE COUNTRY RESPONDS 


Abolition of Short Schedules In New 
England Mills Places 35,000 
Men on the Payroll.

8ST. LOUIS, June 1.—More than 17,000 
‘men returned to work to-day in manu- 
, facturing plants and mercantile establish- 
ments in the St. Louis district, on both 
sides of the Mississippi River, and the 
resumption of general activity by indus- 
trial corporations gave evidence to finan- 
ciers and business men of a fast coming 
restoration of confidence and a healthy 
revival of trade. 

St. Louis companies, with the object 
of accelerating commercial operations 
throughout the country, gave orders for 
more than $5,000,000 of material, products, 
and goods of all kinds. 

Arrangements have been completed for 
the building of fifty houses in the Luyties 
sub-division at Kenwood Springs, Mo. 
This means the employment of 500 men 
during the Summer and Autumn. 

The National Prosperity Association is 
concentrating its efforts toward bringing 
about an industrial revival at other great 
centres. Manufacturing and commercial 
organizations of all the large cities, as 
well as of towns and counties, will receive 
communications explaining the success of 
the “ Give-us-a-rest-and-sunshine’”’ move- 
ments, illustrating the methods applied in 
St. Louis which have produced material 
results, and showing how similar benefits 
may be obtained everywhere by concerted, 
judicious action. More than 2,000 indus- 
trial and commercial organizations of the 
United States will be urged to co-operate. 

E. C. Simmons, Chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the association, has re- 
quested labor, financial, mercantile, in- 
dustrial, and agricultural bodies to con- 
sider the platform and work of the Na- 
tional Prosperity Association at their Na- 
tional convention in June and July. The 
first encouraging reply came from the 
Order of Railway Conductors. 

F. L. Hutchinson, Assistant Secretary 
of the American Institute of Electrical 
Engineers, assured the association that 
all members of the institute approved 
the ‘‘ Give-us-a-rest-and-sunshine "’ propa- 
ganda. 

F. §. Cochrane, Secretary of the Na- 
tional Association of Master Plumbers, 
wrote that the suggestion will be pre- 
sented to the Board of Directors. 

The results accomplished by the “ Sun- 
shine Society’ thus far have more than 
exceeded the expectations of the most 
hopeful members. Business throughout 
the country, according to reports to the 
Executive Committee, has improved, and 
is still improving, and confidence has 
been restored among the masses to such 
an extent that the recent financial flurry 
ig almost forgotten. 

President B. L. Winchell of the Rock 
Island Railroad, in a letter to President 
Simmons of the Prosperity Association 
to-day, said that in a general way busi- 


ness has brightened, and while the traf- 
fic has not increased to such an extent 
that more men are needed, the company is 
expecting to put them at work in a 
month. 


NEW ENGLAND MILLS RESUME. 


Abolition of Short-Time Schedules 


Affecis 35,000 Workers. 


BOSTON, June 1.—The close of the first 
five months of 1908 marks what is be- 
HMeved to be the beginning of the end of 
the manufacturing depression in New 
England. To-day many mills 
have been on short time for months start- 
ed their machinery on full time schedules. 
Thus far manufacturers employing about 
85,000 persons have given notice of the 
@bolition of short-time schedules. The 
change is due to an increased demand for 
textile goods. The vor 3 period of curtaii- 
ment has depleted stocks in the hands of 
jobbers, and the Spring trade has revived 
retail business. 

The manufacturers do not expect a 
boom, however, until the political situation 
has bcen cleared. It is expected that 
there will ne more or less short time all 
Summer, and possibly wage cuts in some 
instances. 

The Gorham Manufacturing Company, 
silversmiths of Providence, R. I, which 
has 2,600 employes, resumed in full to-day. 

Over 900 granite workers went back to 


work in the Quincy granite quarries as a 
result of the settlement of a strike.

MAURETANIA’S NEW RECORD. 


Beats Lusitania by 7 Minutes—Lusl- 
tania’s New Eastward Record. 


All records were sent flying when at 
7:50 last night the Cunard liner Maure- 
tania, which left Liverpoor last Wednes- 
day, passed Sandy Hook Lightship, mak- 
ing not only the quickest westward pass- 
age, but also the best day’s run. Her 
time from Daunt’s Rock to the Lightship 
was 4 days 20 hours 15 minutes, which is 
seven minutes better than the previous 
best done by her sister ship,, the Lusi- 
tania, on the voyage which terminated on 
May 22 last. On Monday last the Maure- 
tania at noon logged the wonderful dis- 
tance of 635 knots for the previous 24 
hours’ run, which beats by three knots 
the previous best, also held by the Lusl- 
tania, 

The records of the Mauretania are con- 
sidered most remarkable, and what she 
will do when her four propellers are 
working is a matter which can only be 
settled by an actual performance. That 
several hours will be knocked off the time 
of the voyage, and at least two knots an 
hour added to the speed, seems almost 
certain. The Mauretania’s log shows that 
she covered 2,890 knots. \The wireless re- 
port received from the vessel last night 
states that she passed Daunt’s Rock at 
4:35 A. M. on May 28, and up to noon of 
that day covered 202 knots. The log 
further shows that she covered, up to 
noon of the 29th, 621 knots; up to noon 
of May 30, 620 knots; to noon of May 31, 
635 knots; to noon of June 1, 605 knots, 
and from that time until she passed Sandy 
Hook Lightship, 207 knots, making a total 
of 2,890 knots. 

The Cunard officials here were expect- 
ing the Mauretania to dock last night 
when they got the early wireless dispatch 
from Capt. Pritchard stating that she 
was only 270 miles off the Lightship at 
8 A. M., but it was dark when she 
reached the Hook, and she was anchored 
off the bar, as it was not deemed safe to 
take her through the Ambrose Channel. 
She will be at her pier at 8 A. M. to-day. 





QUEENSTOWN, Tuesday, June 2.—The 
Lusitania of the Cunard Line broke her 
east-bound record over the long course 
from New York to this port by 2 hours 
and 48 minutes, covering the distance of 
2,832 miles in 5 days 4 hours and 80 min- 
utes. The Lusitania reported here at 2:05 
o’clock this morning, and then proceeded 
to Liverpool. The best previous record 
of the Lusitania over the course was 5 
days 7 hours and 13 minutes. 


| MONMOUTH RACES SANDY HOOK 


Harbor Fliers Waited Years to Meet, 
but Ran Off a Dead Heat. 


The sister twin-screw steamers Mon- 
mouth and Sandy Hook, which for twen- 
ty years have made the steamboat service 
between New York and the Jersey coast 
famous, met for the first time in their 
careers while going in the same direction 
‘Sunday night, and tried to settle the long- 
mooted question of which was the faster 
in a race from Liberty Island to South- 
west Spit. The result was a dead heat. 

The Sandy Hook, fearing a surprise, 
went under ful] speed, while her rival 
was still about 600 yards astern. The 
Monmouth reduced this to about 1,500 feet 
by the time they reached Robbins Reef, 
but through the Narrows and over all the 
rest of the course the distance between 
the steamers did not vary 100 yards. The 
steamers are practically twins, both be- 
ing 275 feet long and not varying two feet 
}in any other dimension. The Monmouth 

|has 2,800 horse power, while the Sandy 
| Hook being slightly fuller in the waist, 
has 3,300 horse power. Both vessels were 
j in prime condition, having only gone into 
| commission May 17, after their thorough 
| Spring overhauling. The course was 
was practically clear of other vessels, and 
the race started in the last of the sunset 
glow and ended by the light of the low- 
hung new moon. The only slight advan- 
tage which the Monmouth gained was in 
the shallow water off the West Bank 
Light. 

Bad weather on Memorial Day, which 
drove sojourners home from the Jersey 
coast in throngs, made the race possible. 
It was the Sandy Hook’s day off. Most 
of her officers had gone ashore when the 
crowds began to besiege the railroad 
ticket offices along the shore in such 
force that the officers were hastily re- 
called by wire and messenger to carry up 
the overflow from the Monmouth on the 
last trip, both reaching New York soon 
‘after 7:15, and starting back within ten 
minutes of each other.

Refuse to Condemn His Decoration 
Day Speech at Grant’s Tomb.

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Grand Army 
veterans and members of the Army and 
Navy Union were subjected to all kinds of 
pressure to-day to'adopt resolutions con- 
demnatory of Secretary Taft’s Memorial 
Day speech at Grant's Tomb, but the ef- 
forts of the politicians were fruitless. 

It was given out to-night emphatically 
at the headquarters of both organizations 
that no official notice will be taken of 
the matter. Ex-United States Senator 
William E. Chandler is reported to have 


been one of the most active advocates of 
condemnatory action. Frank McKenna, 
Quartermaster of the G. A. R. of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, says that there has 
been no disposition to criticise the words 
of the Secretary of War. He is of the 


opinion that the Secretary’s statement 


that he meant his summing up of Gen, 


Grant’s character to be a tender and 
loyal tribute, has proved entirely satis- 
factory to those who were inclined at 
first to see in his words a grave breach 
of the proprieties.

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Senator Jona- 
than Prentice Dolliver will be urged as a 
candidate for the Republican nomination 
for the Vic® Presidency at Chicago. Tae 
Iowa Senator has not been consulted, but 
supporters of Secretary Tait who are 
also friends of Senator Dolliver have 
quietly perfected an organization to push 
his candidacy. 

Senator Dolliver has been one of the 
foremost: advocates of the President's 


policies in the Senate, and was the leader | 


of the younger Senators who stood loy- 
ally by the Administration in the Rate 
bill fight. There has been no Senate occa- 
sion when Dolliver was unwilling to show 
his colors. He early declared that Taft 


was his choice for the Presidential nomi- |

nation, and the position taken by Iowa 
early in the contest had much to do with 
lining up the West for the Secretary of 
War. 

The candidacy of Dolliver from the 
West will clash with that of Cortelyou 
and Sherman from the East.

Cortelyou develop any strength in Con- 
gressional circles. He was not regarded 
as a good campaigner, and was not well 
known to the masses of the voters. With 
Cortelyou and Fairbanks as the only 
names urged a majority of the Senators 
were ready to give their support to the 
Vice President for renomination. 

Senator Dolliver’s candidacy, however, 
will put an entirely new phase both on 
the Senatorial and factional support of 
Vice President Fairbanks's renomination, 
It is urged in behalf of Doiliver that 
Taft will not need a conservative for a 
running mate in order to carry the Hast. 
Bryan will be the Democriu.ic nominee, 
as it now appears, and as between Bryun 
and Taft there is no danger of conservu- 
tive voters deserting the head cf the Re- 
publican ticket.

TO EMBODY OHIO PLATFORM. 


Settled That Republican Document 
Will Be Built on Same Lines.

WASHINGTON, June 1. — President 
Roosevelt had two conferences with Sec- 
retary Taft to-day regarding the plat- 
form to be adopted by the Republican 
National Convention. There were also 
present at the White House both this 
morning and to-night Senator Hopkins, 


who is slated for Chairman of the Reso- 
lution Committee of the convention, and 


Attorney General Wade Ellis of Ohio, the 
man who wrote the platform adopted by 
the Ohio State Convention. 

It has been settled that this Ohio plat- 
form shall be erg reproduced in 
that to be adopted at Chicago. It made 
a straight out and emphatic indorsement 
of the Roosevelt policies, both as to 
things accomplished and those yet to be 
done, with the single exception of the 
amendments to the Sherman Anti-Trust 
law. In his recent speeches Secretary 
Taft has frequently expressed himself as 
believing that the time has come when 
some amendment to that law should be 
adopted, so as to permit certain agree- 
ments between railroads. 

The National platform will contain a 
plank on that subject. On the tariff it 


will practically reproduce the Ohio plank, 
calling for a revision at an extra session 
of Congress next Summer. It will prob- 
ably go a little further and declare an 
express intention to retain the ‘* Repub- 
lican principle of protection,’’ but empha- 
size the point often made in Secretary 
Taft's speeches, that this protection 


should not be higher than the difference 


between the cost of production abroad 
and that at home. 

Mr, Taft believes that higher protection 
offers a temptation to monopoly, and the 
platform ma contain a declaration on 
that point. r. Ellis has a crisp, sharp 
style, and is especially skillful in putting 
things in a direct and pointed manner. 
His summary of the Roosevelt policies in 
the Ohio platform was a striking exam- 


ple of this ability. The National platform 
will a thoroughgoing indorsement of 
the Roosevelt policies as declared in the 
President's special message to Congress 
on Jan. 381.

The blaze was 
out inside of an hour, but did $20,000 dam- 
age.

Hastings jumped upon the stage from a 
box and asked the audience to leave. The 
two actresses continued their act, and 
the orchestra kept on playing. Half the | 
audience arose leisurely. The women put 
on their hats and sauntered out. The 
actresses sat about in their stage clothes 
and watched the firemen fight the flames. 
Finally they were forced to leave the 
house. 

Jepson had been afflicted with 
disease for a long time. He was in his 
dressing room when the alarm of fire 
rang out, and started for the door, but 
fainted. His head struck against the wall.

Three Daughters of James Walsh Ded- 
icate Their Lives to the Sick. 


CHICAGO, June 1.—Denying themselves 
the privileges of society, Misses Adelaide 
and Vivien Walsh, daughters of James 


Walsh, millionaire ex-President of the 
Southern Indiana Railroad, have dedi- 


cated their lives to the care of the sick 


and injured. Now upon the eve of t 
graduation of Miss Adelaide Walsh fro 
the Mercy Hospital Training School for 
Nurses, a third sister, Dorothy Walsh, is 


to leave the family home to adopt the 
same career, 


Miss Adelaide Mary Walsh entered a 


course of training at the Mercy Hospital 
Training School, affiliated with North- 
western University, three years ago. She 
was private nurse to Bishop Edward 
Dunne of Dallas, Texas, when the latter 
was taken to Merc Hospital suffering 
with heart disease in November. Early 
in February he was moved to his home 


in Texas, and Miss Walsh went with 
him, caring for him until the carly part 
of May. A year ago Miss Vivien Walsh 
followed her elder sister’s example. 

The three girls are unusually beautiful, 
and as one after the other has deter- 
mined to adopt the profession of nursin:

Some time ago President Amador went 
to Europe for six months and Obaldla 
served as President while he was away. 
Obaldia started in to clean up a few 
things, and as a beginning made a man 
named Diaz Governor of Panama. The 
Alcalde of Panama is a man named Osa, 
a brother of Mrs. Amador. Osa was ac- 
cused of taking about $5,000 a quarter, 
graft from the public revenues, and it 
was said that Obaldia, through Diaz, put 
a stop to it. When Amador returned and 
resumed the Presidency he restored to 
Osa the privileges of his position which 
his enemies called graft and promptly 
proceeded to put Arias in the running for 
the Presidency. 

Amador and Arias have prevented the 
Registration Boards from holding any 
sessions in the Obaldia districts until the 
period of registration was ended. Thea 
they removed from office the three Pro- 
vincial Governors who were friendly to 
Obaldia. 

To make the thing surer, they cut down 
the number of Presidential Electors in 
Colon, an Obaldia stronghold, from 82 
to 21, and increased the Electors in Los 
Santos, an Arias camp, from 48 to 5s. 
Thus the path to a free ballot is gayly 
decorated with the scalps of the enemy, 
and Arias is riding to a triumphant elec- 
tion. 

The Liberals, who support Obaldia, 
are now preparing to upset the Gov- 
ernment of Arias when he shall have 
counted himself into the Presidency. As 
Obaldia has the support of a large sec- 
tion of the Conservative Party and all the 
Liberal Party, he is believed to be in a 
substantial majority under a fair and 
free election. But if, as is expected, he 


is counted out and Arias is declared eleoct- 
ed, there is. likely to be a revolution,

; addressed inmates of the Washingtonian 
Home on “ Why Men Drink.” He de- 
clared patent medicine drunkenness al- 
most as prevalent as the generally rec- 
| ognized forms. 

“I have a friend who is a victim of 
aquamania,”’ he said. ‘He spends hours 
‘in a bath tub and drinks so much water 
that he has reduced the solids of his body 


and worked serious injury to himself. 
Many men and women drink too much 
water and are victims of that form of 
intoxication. 

‘Tea and coffee drinkers also generally 
are intemperate. Cigars are a narcotic, 
and men who pride themselves upon ab- 
stinence fso0m liquor carry one in their 
mouths all day, or a pipe when they go to 
bed. Sanitariums are springing up every- 
where, and there never is a paucity of} 
patients.”’ |

LOGUE SAYS IRELAND | 


NEEDS HOME RULE 


Irish Primate Thinks That Is the 
Only Solution for Problems 
Confronting His People. 


MEMORIAL GIFTS FOR HIM 


Catholic Societies Honor Him with an 
American Flag and an Iilu- 
minated Address. 


— 


Two Irish societies, the Catholic Benev- 
olent Legion and the New York Municipal 
Council of the United Irish League of 
America, met at Archbishop Farley’ 
house, Fiftieth Street and Madison Ave- 
nue, last night, and each presented Car- 
dinal Logue with mementos of his visit 
here, which terminates next Saturday, 
when he sails by the Cunarder Campania 
for Ireland. 

The Catholic Benevolent Legion’s gift 
was an American flag. It was made of 
silk, hand-worked, and has 46 stars. On 


' the pole, which is 10 feet long was this 


inscription: 

“Presented to his Eminence Cardinal 
Michael Logue by the Catholic Benevolent 
Legion as a memento of his visit to 
America, and in grateful recognition of 
his kindly interest in the Legion.’”’ 

The presentation speech was made by 
John C. McGuire. Others present were 
Roderick J. Kennedy, Edward A. King, 
James J. Reid, P. J. Hughes, Dr. George 
R. Kuhn, Edmund D. Hennessy, and 
Eugene J. Reid. 

Responding, Cardinal Logue spoke of 
the great success which attended the cen- 
tennial celebration He said his visit 
here had confirmed all that he had heard 
of this wonderful country, ‘‘ which -had 
become so Breat because of its freedom.” 


Irish descent, Cardinal Logue said: 

“Though I have always been proud of 
my countrymen, I have never been 50 
proud of them as I have since I came 
here to America. I know the respect and 
affection that the Irish Catholics have 
I love the American 
It occupied a prominent position at 
the consecration of Armagh Cathedral. 

“‘T am very grateful for this beautiful 
gift which will ever be a@ very pleasant 
souvenir of my visit to your country, 
where there are more Irish people than 
in the whole of Ireland and the other 
parts of the world put together. 

‘“*Gentlemen, I honor that glorious flag 
with the highest respect and veneration. 
The more 1 see of this country, the more 
deeply I am impressed with the great fut- 
ure I see that lies before it.’ 

The second presentation took the form 
of an illuminated address signed by fifty 
prominent members of the United Irish 
| League. It was read by Michael E. Corb- 
jley. Those present were Michael Fox, 
‘Thomas Murray, Robert O'Flaherty, Rod- 
}erick J. Kennedy, John J. Joyoe, John T. 
i Smith, Peter Quinn, Stephen McFarland, 
| Stephen McPartland, Bernard McFarland, 
| Bernard Baxter, and Harry G. Bannon. 
The address spoke of the part taken by 
| the league in assisting the Irish people at 
| home in their struggle for National re- 
| eeneration, and concluded by asking the 
| Cardinal ‘*“‘to bear back with you to our 
| kith and kin the assurance that we are 
; with them heart and hand in their strug- 
gle for their rights, and ever will be till 
‘those rights are theirs to enjoy.” 

In response Cardinal Logue sald: 

‘I am sincerely grateful for this beau- 


tiful address. It touches me deeply. Al- 
| though a patriotic address, it contains a 
few plain truths. There is additional rea- 
'son why we should be grateful, for when- 
}ever any cause is promoted for the wel- 
fare of Ireland we are always sure of our 
countrymen in America supporting it. 

‘*In regard to our own domestic affairs, 
| we want some little share of that freedom 
| which you enjoy. We want the control of 
{our domestic affairs. We believe we can 
manage them better than our friends on 
the other side of St. George’s Channel, 
and we are determined, by legitimate 
means and constitutional legislation, to 
secure them. 

“That body of politicians, the Irish 
Nationalist Party, is working hard for 
that end. They must be supported. As 
far as my judgment goes they well de- 
serve that support. We receive our chief 
support from the Irish in America. They 
have one end in view—the welfare of our 
country. 

“We ask for autonomy for Ireland— 
such autonomy as will not break up the 
empire. Sooner or later we will secure 
for ourselves such a form of government 
as will allow Ireland's sons to prosper in 
their own country. Of course, if we have 
}a surplus of population we can always

OF GRAFT IN SCHOOLS 


No Steal in Purchase of Books 
and Supplies, Declares Com- 
missioner Barrett. 


CALLS BOARD ECONOMICAL 


Says This Year’s Appropriation for 
Schools Is a Saving of $367,- 
565 to the City. 


School Commissioner Nicholas J. Bar- 
rett, Chairman of the Committee on Sup- 
plies of the Board of Education, and Pat- 
rick Jones, Superintendent of Schoo! Sup- 
plies, denounced yesterday as false in 
every particular the charge that graft 
in textbooks was notorious, and that the 
Board of Education was extravagant in 
the purchase and use of supplies. 

Supt. Jones declared that he knew the 
duties of every one of his 180 olerks, 
and could at once take any clerk’s place, 
so well had he his office business in his 
grasp, and that not one olerk could make 
a false statement to him without instant 
detection, 

Regarding the allegation of graft in 
textbooks, Chairman Barrett said: 

“ The Committee on Supplies is the only 
channel through which the text books are 
purchased; the Principals of the schools 
are the actual purchasers. The Educa- 
tional Debartment supplies the text books 
that meet the needs and requirements of 
the course of study, and place same on 
list. Contracts are advertised and awards 
made to the lowest bidder. In every in- 
stance lists with prices are furnished the 
Principels. The Principals order the books 
that in their judgment will enable them 
to carry out the course of study. The 
Committee on Supplies or the Superin- 
tendent of School Supplies has no option 
but to give what the Principal calls for, 
as that is their prerogative. The insinua- 
tion that there is or can be any graft in 
the Byreau of Supplies tn connection with 
the purchase of text books is therefofe 
without foundation.” 

In reference to the statement that chil- 
dren take home the spoons bought for 
the cooking schools, Mr. Barrett said: 

“We have 28,000 pupils taking courses 
in cooking. The total number of knives, 
tablespoons, and teaspoons pur- 
chased for the last three years repre- 
sents only 11,727, or less than $1,300 
Four thousand, three hundred, 
and twenty of these knives, forks, table- 
spoons, and teaspoons were furuished to 
mect the needs of new pupils in schools 
having new kitchens and new equipment, 
showing that we purchased only 7,407 
forks, knives, teaspoons, and tablespoons 
for three years to supply more than 20,- 


000 pupils. This would cost the city less 
thay $900. 

“These supplies are sent to the schools 
and the members of the Board of Educa- 
tion have not direct control over them.

“The total amount of money allowed 
each year for the past three years for | 
supplies has been $1,367,565. The high 
schools, the elementary schools, the even- 
ing schools, the Summer schools, and the 
evening recreation centres had an average 
of more than 800,000 pupils, which shows 
an expenditure of less than $1.50 per 
pupil for text books, paper, pens, wood, 
domestic science, including forks, spoons, 
&c. You will therefore see from the fore- 
oing that instead of the Department of 
Supplies being criticised for extravagance, 
for waste, and for graft, it should re- 
ceive only commendation for its good 
business management, because if good | 
business management did not prevail the 
budget for the present time for school 
supplies would be $2,000,000 instead of 
what it {s going to be for 1909, namely, 
$1,000,000.”’

Mr. Holler 
is said to have criticised Deputy Attorney 
General Darling for making what he char- 
acterized as a political speech to the 
members of the jury, but the present- 
ment, without the foreman’s signature, 
was finally handed in to County Judge 
Dike. 

Although the Grand Jury for May had 
concluded its deliberations and had been 
dismissed, it was called together again in 
the Court House yesterday by Deputy | 
Attorney General Darling. Some of the | 
members questioned the authority of Mr. 
Darling to take such action, and aes 
was much talk of politics. 

It appears that the Grand Jury had in- 
dicted a man for alleged fraud in the last | 
Democratic primaries in the Third As-} 
sembly District. It is said that this in- 
dictment was not as strong as the Dep- 
uty Attorney General wanted it to be, 
und he drew a new one, containing more 
counts. 

Foreman Holler is said to have refused 
to sign this second indictment, taking the 
osition that, as the accused had already 
een indicted for the alleged offense, 
there was no reason why the work-should 
be done over again. However, after much 
argument the indictment was signed and 
presented yesterday. 

At the time the Grand Jury first con- | 
sidered this case, Deputy Attorney Gen- 
eral Darling drafted a presentinent hay- 
ing to do with primary elections and sub- 
mitted it to the Grand Jury. Foreman 
Holler, who is a Republican, declined to 
sign this, and is said to have criticised

Tt fs not at all surprising that Mr. 
Tart should be “‘ very much distressed ” 
at the reception given to some portions 
of his Memorial Day address at the 
tomb of Gen. Grant. Holding the 
somewhat delicate relation he does hold 
to public sentiment at the present mo- 
ment, nothing could be more disagree- 
able than that he should be regarded as 
“attacking the memory” of the great 
commander whose iron will and far- 
reachigg plans brought the war for the 
Union to a triumphant close, and whose 
mame is reverenced as is none other, 
fave one, in the history of American 
arms. It was a saying of that shrewd 
statesman and politician, Mr. TrLpEnN, 
that in politics whatever is superfluous 
should be avoided. The Secretary of 
War may well feel that his candor in 
dealing with the early life of GRANT, 
whatever its motive, was superfluous 
and has proved distinctly dangerous. 
Unfortunately for him there is a cer- 
* tain number of busy men who find it 
to their liking and to their interest to 
put the matter in its worst light and 
to make it as embarrassing for the 
candidate for the Presidential nomina- 
tion as possible. 

It is not to be denied that they have 
plausible grounds for their criticism. An 
address at the tomb of a dead hero is 
usually, is practically always, a eulogy. 
It is an occasion for eloquence rather 
than for deliberate estimate of the 
hero's character. And the convention 
is so general and so firmly fixed in 
the minds of men that any departure 
from it shocks the feelings and disturbs 
the judgment of the multitude. When 
judgment is disturbed and the feelings 
are shocked, misunderstanding, resent- 
ment, harsh censure follow naturally, 
as they have followed in this case. We 
may be sure that they will be encour- 
aged and stimulated as far as possible, 
and that no effort, direct or indirect, 
will be spared to make their influence 
felt at the National Convention.

These old scandals must be /painful to 
those they touch and smirch, so painful 
and embarrassing that we should sup- 
pose there would be an understanding 
and pledge all dround that prompt pub- 
licity of name and sum be made the 
condition of accepting campaign funds 
this year. That is the only course con- 
sistent with prudence and morality. 


BOROUGH AGAINST CITY. 

By a happy chance the Interborough 
Company has revived its proposal to 
sell its tunnel to Queens County to 
the city on the same day that the 
Public Service Commission has asked 
the Board of Estimate to appropriate 
funds for the Fourth Avenue Subway 
in Brooklyn. About $7,000,000 is asked 
for the tunnel, so nearly complete that 
it can be pat into operation almost 
immediately. The Interborough will ac- 
cept bonds, so that the city would 
not need to sell them at a commission. 
The railway which would use the tun- 
nel ig in existence, and, according to 
the proposal, would start its cars forth- 
with, at a single fare, including the 
tunnel ride, upon analogy with the 
tunnel to Brooklyn via the Battery.. 

The sum asked for the Fourth Avenue 
Subway is $2,850,000 merely upon ac- 
count of $16,000,000 in sight, with an 
uncertain addition for equipment and 
sundries. Years would be required for 
construction, and nobody can say how 
or by whom it would be operated. In- 
deed, there is no certainty that it would 
be operated at all, except at the city’s 
expense, for there ig the best reason 
‘to believe that it would be unprofitable 
for many years, if not forever. Ao- 
cepting the most hopeful anticipations 
of the development of that section, it 
can never approximate the traffic con- 
ditions in Manhattan, which sustain the 
existing Subway by a margin of less 
than 2 per cent. above the legal rate 
of interest. 

The choice, therefore, is between a 
certainty and a speculation, with the 
city borrowing the money to speculate 
with. If the city's speculation is suc- 
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cessful, the winnings will go chiefly to 
others than to the city. If the Fourth 
Avenue tunnel proves self-sustaining, 
the city certainly will benefit by the 


increase of taxable values. But there 
is the certainty of larger and quicker 


increase of taxable values in Queens, 
without the risk of operation or ths 
delay in construction. 

In making the comparison it ts un- 
fortunately necessary to indicate a pref- 


erence as to which of rival boroughs 


shall be advantaged. The decision 


should not be based on partiality for 
either. The controlling consideration 
should be for the city as a*whole. The 
necessity for making these invidious 


choices is the strongest argument 


against creating the necessity of mak- 
ing them at all by the expenditure of 
public funds except for utilities of al- 
most universal enjoyment. Everybody 
rides over the Manhattan Subway, and 


almost everybody rides between bor- 


oughs. The Fourth Avenue Subway, if 
built, will be for a generation at least a 
local improvement, appropriate enough 
for private capital, but improperly 
made from tax money to the disad- 
vantage of every other section, even of | 
the Borough of Brooklyn itself, which 


is not developed by public resources. 
Apart from the doubt whether the 

city can afford either expense, and in 

addition to any considerations of rela- 


tive desirability, the fact remains that 
for a long time to come the best use 


the city can make of its funds 1s to put 


to use ékisting facilities, rather than 
to increase, at public cost, the number 
of unused facilities. The Brooklyn 
Bridge alone is overworked. Three 


other bridges are only partly devel- 


oped, and there is no sign that anybody 
is considering the best method of util- 
izing them in relation to all existing 
methods and routes of travel. The de- 
velopment of the Brooklyn Bridge is an 
example of what to avoid, and yet the 
plans for the other bridges are all along 
the old idea of giving exclusive or spe- 
cial privileges to individual railways. 
No thought is devoted, nor any method 
suggested, of making these parcels of 
public property equally available upon 
terms of similar convenience and fare 
to the passengers on any and all routes. 
There is here a traffic problem which 
might well attract some of the talent 


and expense which are being lavished 


upon engineering problems in connec- 
tion with routes which are built without 
knowing how they are to be used,

HELP THE CHILDREN. 


More children than ever before will 
need this Summer the benefit of the 
Summer outings of the Children's Aid 
Society. Men are out of employment, 
and the children of the poor have been 
living on a ecanty diet. If for want 
of adequate support the Children’s Aid 
Society is compelled to change its plans 
and curtail its work the disappointment 
to the children will be bitter. 

The Children’s Home for Girls at 
Bath Beach, L. IL, last year received 
and cared for 4,531 children, each com- 
pany of 825 remaining for one week or 
for a shorter period. The Health Home 
at Coney Island opened its doors to 
2,047, and gave a day’s outing to 5,412 
women and children; and at the Farm 
School and Camp 2,326 boys were af- 
forded such delights as only broad 
acres and tent life by the Sound can 
furnish. 

There is, too, the Sick Children’s 
Mission, which devotes its energies to 
the relief of sick children unable to 
leave the city for even a day's excur- 
sion. Nurses and physicians are en- 
rolled In the corps of visitors, and for 
such children the Summer work of the 
society is invaluable. 

The readers of THm TiMEs, many of 
whom have been familiar with the la- 
bors of the Children’s Aid Society for 
many years, will not, we are sure, per- 
mit this work, so useful in its design 
and scope, to languish for want of ade- | 
quate funds.

A NEW TRIPLE ALLIANCE, 

The press of the Continent and of 
England is teeming with discussion of 
@® suggested alliance between Russia, 
France, and Great Britain. With the 
people, or, at least, with the statesmen, 
and gtill more, the journalists, of the 
two first named nations, it well may 
be that the wish is father to the 
thought. Great Britain, it may be as- 
sumed, is not eager for such a combina- 
tion. France and Russia may have 
much to gain from an alliance. Each 
goes more or less in dread of what 
Germany may do. Each has aspirations 


interfere. With France there is the in- 
heritance of the fateful war of 1870, 
and the later memories of mortification 
inflicted in various parts of the world, 
latest in connection with Morocco, and 
liable to be renewed. With Russia there 
is the shadow of German and Austrian 
hindrance to the secular ambition for 
the possession of Constantinople and 
the reconstitution of the Eastern Em 
pire. And both Russia and France, 
bound by a specific compact, would be 
greatly strengthened by the inclusion of 
Great Britain. 

But Great Britain does not need an 
alliance. Peace she needs, and hor 
statesmen are bound to do all in thelr 
power to secure it. An alliance would 
not ald in the preservation of peace. 
It might even tend to provoke war. 
It would make an open enemy of Ger- 
many. While thore are pessible causes 
of serious differences with Germany, 
they are not such as are likely to lead 


to hontilities if the eetiom ef th 


| 
and interests with which Germany may 


Governments is sane and cautious. But 
the nature and effect of these would be 
immensely changed were Great Britain 
to form a definite alliance with two 
Powers, one an almost avowed enemy 
of Germany, the other in many ways 


inclined or impelled toward animosity. 
There is in reality no reason why Great 
Britain should not desire and attain 
friendship with Germany as much as 
with France and Russia, and this an 


alliance would prevent rather than pro- 
mote,

The cost of this plan is the sole ob- 
jection to it. If only somebody would 
supply the funds nearly all would de- 
light in having the Great White Way 
made into an automobile boulevard to 
Montauk Poimt—or further. But who 
can say what the bills would run up 
to if dealt with in the Kissena Ice 
Plant scale and method? 

We would not refer to this objection- 
able detail were it not one of the signs 
of the times, Nearly everybody has a 
plan to produce the millennium at 
somebody else’s expense. Many stat- 
utes have been enacted for that ex- 
press object. But as yet the first stat- 


utory millennium remains to be set 
going, and some entirely earthly conse- 
quences of such events are in operation 
in sight of all men. That at bottom is 
a chief reason why we are not all So-

Recalled. therapy in which Dr. 
‘WorcrstTer of Boston has been the lead- 
er might possibly devote with profit a 
few minutes to the consideration of cer- 
tain facts presented by The New York 
Medical Journal in an editorial article on 
this much-discussed movement. Especial 
attention is deserved by its reminder that 
there fs nothing new in combining the 
functions of priest and doctor. 

The combination is, as we all know, the 
very oldest of plans—the plan that was 
followed by all the races of antiquity and 
is still followed everywhere by savage, 
barbarous, and semi-civjlized peoples to 
a@ degree exactly proportioned to their 
lack of scientific medical knowledge. 
Among the advancing nations, however, 
there has been for many centuries a slow 
but constant separation of the two func- 
tions, as part of the specialization of 
ability and service in which social prog- 
ress and development so largely consist, 
and to-day, in all enlightened lands, the 
profession originally one has become two. 

Dr. WORCESTER and his imitators are 
attempting a reversal of this worldwide 
tendency—not a complete reversal, at 
least as yet, for they make a curious 
distfnction between the functional and the 
organic, the mental and the physical, and 
do not deny that there are limits to the 
efficacy of what they sometimes cal] 
faith and sometimes suggestion. In this 
they are saner, but one can hardly say 
that they are either more consistent or 
more logical, than rivals in mind cure 
who would put the doctors out of busi- 
ness immediately and entirely. For the 
present the Worcesterilans are content to 
leave the work of diagnosis to the spel 
clalists in medicine and surgery, but 
there is no guarantee and little proba- 
bility that future practitioners of the cult 
will be as modest.

An Artistic 
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Calls Work Horse Parade a Disgrace. 
To the Editor of The New York Timea: 

I saw the so-called parade of work horses tn 
Fifth Avenue, fronting Madison Square, Me- 
morial Day. In the opinion of the few thou- 
sand persons who, like myself, witnessed the 
parade, it must have seemed one grand, huge 
joke, for never in my life have I seen at one 
time so many poor horses. Out of the several 
hundred horses in the exhibit I doubt if there 
were ten horses that would, under the most 
favorable conditions, pass as even fair. Few, 
if any, were either well or even fairly 
groomed. A grander exhibit of ‘‘ crowbaits "’ 
was never conspicuously shown to the public. 
The whole thing can well be considered a dis- 
grace to New York. Some New Yorkers may 
have pride in horses, but there was no evidence 
of this in the Memorial Day parade. 

The entire enterprise would seem to have 
cost probably as much as $25—no more, and 
probably not that much. Good horses reflect 
a high and human civilization; but what must 
an Englishman think of New York and its 
boasted enterprise, progress, and humane pop- 
ulation when seeing its exhibit of work horses 
—those silent bearers of man's burden—partic- 
ularly when [ft was heralded in the daily press 
that it was going to be ‘“‘the finest in the 
world,’’ a phrase that seems at this time dis- 
tinctly American. Go where you will, look 
where you will, it is a rare thing to see a good 
horse in New York.

THE ITALIANS AGAIN, 


Not as Ignorant as Dr. Caccini Sup- 
poses, an Italian Declares. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The reply to Dr. Caccini’s letter, pub- 
lished in yesterday's TimEes, proves the 
need of giving more information—or, rath- 
er, 
Itallans in New York City. Dr. Caccini 
is well meaning, but grossly misinformed 
in the matter, and unless he has not been 


long in the city and has never visited the 
Italian quarter, it is amazing to under- 
stand how little he knows about his own 
countrymen. 

To begin with, it is wholly untrue that 
“75 per cent. of the Italians do not speak 
English even after years of residence in 
America,” as can readily be ascertained 


by the number of Italian children in the 
public schools, (35,000 in Greater New 
York;) by their progress in real estate, 
construction, and other business transac- 
tions, where a knowledge of English is 
of prime importance, and by their active 
participation fin all public and private af- 
fairs. 

Regarding the statement that “they 
very seldom go to hospitals if in need of 
treatment,’’ the opposite is more than 
true. One finds that in some clinics and 
In the wards of all the large hospitals 
fully one-third of the patients are Ital- 
jans. Compare the annual reports of the 
Hudson Street and New York Hospitals, 
the Hospital for Ruptured and Crippled, 
the Post-Graduate, New York Eye and 
Ear Infirmary, not to mention Belle- 
vue and the Allied Hospitals. The state- 
ment of Dr. Caccini that “‘ many persons 
from East Eleventh Street do not know 
enough” to go to him at West Twelfth 
Street because they “find it too great an 
enterprise to cross over from Second Ave- 
nue to Fifth Avenue,” is simply absurd. 

Regarding the remedy for the so-called 
** Black Hand” suggested by the doctor, 
such as schools, libraries, clubs, and the 
like, I venture to say that there are al- 
ready enough in some Italian districts, 
but their influence exerts itself exclusive- 
ly among the children, who, so far as we 
know, are exempt from the criminal acts 
that go by the name of the “ Black 
Hand.” The only way to root out the 
a 4 is strictly to enforce the immigration 
laWs at the ports of embarkation and de- 
barkation, and to deport all people with 
a criminal record, not within three years, 
but within any limit of time after their 
landing, or to so adjust the penal legisla- 
tion of this country as to meet the con- 
ditions created by this obnoxious and new 
form of crime. No verbal or written ar- 
guments, no clubs or schools, will ever 
change the criminal bent and the psyco- 
pathic taint of the miscreants associated 
or dissociated with the “Black Hand.” 
They are born degenerates, recognized as 
such by the school of Lombroso and Mor- 
setti, the relics of a barbaric period long 


past, and as such they ought to be dealt! 


with by proper isolation, either in penal 
institutions or in special asylums for the 
insane. We would suggest to Dr. Caccini 
and to any one else who wants more Ce- 
tailed information in the matter, to read 
a very interesting book entitled ‘‘ L’Italla 
Barbara Contemporanea,”’ (I have forgot- 
ten the name of the author,) in which 
much light is thrown both on the aetlol- 
ogy and the prophylaxis of this great 
problem.

In the letter sent to you recently on the 
topic ‘‘ New Electric Lamps’ an error has oc- 
curred by some mistake. the correction of which 
seems to be advisable. It was said: ‘' One 
must bear in mind, however, that a 25-candle 
power tungsten lamp requires only 50 watts of 
electrical energy, which Is the same as con- 
sumed by the old 16-candle power lamp.’’ 
should read ‘‘ Tantalum lamp” instead of 
“tungsten lamp,”’ so that the correct state- 
ment would run as follows: 

‘‘One must bear in mind, however, that a 
25-candle power Tantalum lamp requires only 
50 watts of electrical energy, which is the same 
as consumed by the old 16-candle power lamp; 
the 25-candle power tungsten lamp consumes 
even only 28 watts, which ts about half of the 
energy required for the old 16-candle power 
lamp,’’ &c. 

Everybody who is familiar with the state of

Governor Says Legislative Inter. 
ference to Meet Exigencies 
Makes Charters a Patchwork 


KINGSTON 250 YEARS OLD 


First Capital of New York Celebrates 
Anniversary with Big Parade and 


Sham Battle on the Lowlands. 


Special to The New York Times. 
KINGSTON, N. Y., June 1.—Kingston, 
the first capital of New York, and the 
home of many Revolutionary heroes, was 
250 years and one day old to-day, and 
right royally did her 25,000 inhabitants, 
{reinforced by twice as many visitors from 


her sister cities of the Hudson and other 
sections of the Empire State, celebrate 
the event. 

All Kingston was a mass of color, and 
from early morning until late to-night 
the city’s streets and parks were jammed 
| with as merry and as well behaved @ 
| Crowd as any city ever entertained. 


There was a monster parade, particl- 
pated in by military, civic, and patriotic 
organizations, which was followed by an 
Oration by Gov. Hughes on the Academy 
Green; a sham battle in the Kingston low- 
lands, which was supposed to represent 
an attack by the Indians on the Kingston 
stockade !n the seventeenth century, and 


finally a grand display of fireworks in 
Kingston Point Park at night. 

Just before the big military and ctvie 
Parade there was a parade of decorated 
; automobiles two miles long, every ma- 
| chine for miles around being pressed into 
| service. This parade ended at 11 o’clock, 
and then at a signal flashed from the 
White House by President Roosevelt the 
| great military-civic parade got under way. 

In the big parade were troops.from Al 


Vitieen Newburg, Yonkers, Hudson, Kings-. 


| ton, and other Hudson River cities; fire 
men from Poughkeepsie, Haverstraw, 
Matteawan, Newburg, and scores of other 
| Places; uniformed members of the Order 
of Red Men, the Knights of Pythias, the 
Knights of Columbus, and various pa- 
triotic. orders; civilian organizations, lav- 
ishly decorated floats representing his 
| torte events in Kingston's history, and 
| finally scores of other floats and deco- 
rated vehicles that portrayed the nem 
| mercial importance of the city. 

The sham battle in the lowlands wag 
fought between uniformed members of 
the Red Men and detachments of the 
! militia. The Indians won, and celebrated 
their victory by burning the stockade. 


Girls Formed American Flag. 


One of the beautiful sights prepared 
for the visitors was 300 schoolgirls, 
gowned in red, white, and blue, forming 
}an American flag, opposite the City Hall. 
Under the direction of Miss Paulding, the 
| flag girls sang “‘ The Star-Spangled Bap- 
ner,”’ and other patriotic songs. 

In his speech on the Academy Green 
Gov. Hughes spoke at length of the his- 
tory of Kingston and of Ulster County, 
beginning with the little community of 
Esopus, incidentally pointing out that 
Kingston “‘ has the honor of having been 
the seat of the Government of the State 
of New York when first constituted. 
After the Provincial Convention had been 
compelled to retire before the enemy. 4t 
finally was established at Kingston in 
March, 1777. And here, on the 12th of 
April, 1777, the first State Constitution 
was adopted.”’ 

Not until the concluding portion of the 
speech did the Governor depart from the 
line of local history with which he began. 
Then he said: 

“This occasion brings again to our at- 
tention the importance of local adminis- 
tration. I am impressed with the diversi- 
ties that exist in the mechanism of local 
government throughout the State and 
the constant legislative tinkering that 
seems to be needed to bring these 
mechanisms into accord with the 
wishes of the citizens of the various 
communities. Anything like uniformity 
of administration seems an idle dream. 
And the constant legislative interference 
to meet naturally recurring exigencies 
makes of our charters a sorry patchwork. 
Legislation breeds legislation. Restric- 
tions upon local administration are made 
only to be altered as emergencies arise. 
And where restriction is absent it is 
thought ,necessary to provide it. | 

“T am convinced that the way of im- 
provement lies in the direction of sim- 
plicity of charters. providing a frame- 
| work of government with a ae of ap- 
| propriate general powers an with guar- 
jantees of fundamental rights. The minu- 
tiae of administration should be peseeaze 
by by-laws or ordinances enacted directly 
| by the community through its representa- 
me without interference by the 
ature.

“Of the steps which would be necessary 
to accomplish this result, I shall not at- 
tempt to speak at this time. But the 
success of Democratic government in 
meeting the increased demands of our 
growing urban population must depend 


upon our broadening and strengthening 
its base. It must rest upon the apprecia- 
tion by the individual citizen of his re- 
sponsibility for the wé@lfare of the com- 
munity in which he lives and upon = 
as of his interest in the cond 

of its affairs. Every city should be @ 
school of statesmanship. There s id be 
taught the lessons of civic honor and ef 
devotion to the public weal. 

“There should be found the sacrifices 
patiiotions in times of peace. There sho 

e the training for the wider responsibili- 
ties of State and Nation. And there should 
be developed that sense of the dignity and 
worth of citizenship which will bring to 
naught the devices of those who twist. 
republican forms of government to 
their petty despotisms and who 
control for purposes of tribute the 
ways of our political life. 

““The source of political power ts 
and more to be found in our cities.

OSSINING, N. Y., June 1.—Mrs. Frances 
Wren Bates, mother of Blanche Bates, 
the actress, died on Saturday of apoplexy 
at her daughter’s home, Bailey Farm, 
about three miles from here. She was 59 
years old. 

Miss Bates was in Manhattan on Fri- 
day, when her mother was [irst attacked. 
She was summoned at once, and on her 
arrival found her mother barely con- 
scious. A second attack occurred early 
the next morning, which Mrs. Bates was 
unable to survive. Her daughter was at 
her bedside until the end. 

Miss BateS returned from Europe Inst 
Wednesday. Up to the hour she left 
Queenstown she could not quite make up 
her mind. to return home, and was 
about deciding to spena another month 
abroad. The actress has told her friends 
since her return, however, that she had 
a premonition that something would re- 
quire her to be at home, and she booked 
her passage at the last minute. 

Mrs. Bates, accompanied only by her 
maid, was driving a spirited horse to Os- 
sining from the farm when she experi- 
enced the first attack. She was able to 
tell her maid that she was v¢ry ill, how- 
ever, and instruct her to drive to a physi- 
clan. The maid had some trouble to 
manage the spirited horse, but succeeded 
in getting her mistress to a physician’s 
house without accident. 

It was some time before Mrs. Bates 
could be taken home, and the trip was 
made at full speed. Mrs. Bates still had 
strength to get out of the carriage and 
walk into the house. She took to her bed 
immediately, and never arose from it. 

Miss Bates procured the best medical 
skill available, but her efforts to save 
Mrs. Bates were useless. Bhe grew 
weaker in the night, and the second 
shock on Saturday morning proved too 
much for her failing strength. 

Mrs. Bates was born in Richmond, Va. 
She was one of the famous Wren family, 
who toured the country giving what cor- 
responded then to present-day vaudeville 
acts. She married Frank M. Bates, an 
actor, and in 1870 went with him to Aus- 
tralia, where he was murdered by bush- 
rangers. Mr. Bates had been manager 
and star of his own company, and his 
murderers robbed him of about every- 
thing he owned, so that.Mrs, Bates was 
left stranded with her two -ddughters, 
Blanche, and a younger sister. After a 
time Mrs. Bates brought her family to 
San Francisco, where she entered legiti- 
mate drama. 

She appeared with Booth, Barrett, and 
Modjeska, with whom she toured the 
United States, and\ knew intimately all 
the well-known actors and actresses of 
her day. When her daughter first at- 
tained. prominence .on the stage, Mrs. 
Bates. managed ner affairs for her and 
won the tribute from David Belasco that 
he would rather “‘ meet any lawyer in legal 
combat than Mrs. Bates.” 

Mrs. Bates virtually retired from all 
active life four years ago. When Miss 
Blanche Bates bought Bailey Farm, her 
mother went there to live, and devoted 
much of her time to charity, She was 
known as the friend of young actors, and 


spent much time in working for the poor, 
Mrs. Bates’s funeral will be held~ to-

EX-SENATOR JONES DEAD. 


Was Democratic National Chairman | 


and Bryan Champion for Eight Years. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June i1.—James K. 
Jones, ex-United §tates Senator from Ar- 
kansas, died here to-day from heart dis- 
ease. He was taken ill suddenly this 
morning, growing worse until late this 
afternoon, when the end came. All the 
members of his immediate family were 
at the bedside: The interment will be 
here, although the date for the funeral 
has not been determined. 

Senator Jones twice took charge of the 
Bryan campaigns, in 1896 and 1900. He 
was known familiarly in the Senate and 
throughout the country as “ Jimkay” 
Jones.”" He occupied in the Democratic 
Party the position of political prophet, 
and was always willing to venture a pre- 


diction. His propensity in this direction 
was made the subject of innumerable 
good-natured jests. ‘ 
Although twice a champion of Bryan in 
his fight for the Presidency, the relations 
and the Nebraskan had 
not been cordial of late. Two months ago 
Senator and a number of Democrats 
of National note, among them Senator 
and William F. Sheehan, deter- 
mined to appeal to Bryan to withdraw 
from the race for the nomination in the 
interests of party harmony and party 
success. Bryan never forgave this action 
en the part of his former supporter. 
James Kimbrough Jones was born in 
Mississippi in 1830 and served in the Con- 
federate Army as a private soldier. After 
the war he studied law in Arkansas and 
entered politics, being elected to the State 
Senate in 1873. He was elected to the 
Forty-seventh, Forty-eighth, and Forty- 
ninth Congresses, was appointed in 1885 
to fill the vacancy in the United States 
Senate caused by the death of James D. 
Walker, and was re-elected in 1890 and 
1897. From 1896 to 1904 he was Chairman 
of the Democratic National Committee.

DR. BRYANT FOR VIVISECTION. | 


Warns American Medical Association | 
Against Attempts at Restriction. | 
| 


CHICAGO, June 1.—The annual conven- 
tion of the American Medical Association | 
opened here to-day with several thousand | 
delegates in attendance. | 

It was announced before the convention 
opened that the Committee on Education 
will present a report sharply attacking | 


the cheap rhedical colleges of the country. 
The committee has prepared statistics by 
which all American medical colleges are 
grouped under three heads, and action will | 
be urged against colleges whose graduates 
score more than 20 per cent. of failures 
in their practice. 

The first classification groups together 





aged less than 10 per cent. of failures, the 
second those whose alumni have averaged 
between 10 and 20 per cent. of failures,

UNION PACIFIC’S SHARP RISE 


Issue Advances Over 6 Points—Rail- 
road Earnings Low — More 
Gold for Germany. 


The passage of the Aldrich-Vreeland 
currency measur the closing of Con- 
gress, and reports"that the delayed Union 
Pacific financing would be carried ont be- 
fore the close of the day were the three 
chief explanations put forward yester- 
day to explain the violent rise in stocks. 
In combination, however, they were inade- 
quate to the task for such advances as 
6 points in Union Pacific, 5 points in 
Louisville & Nashville; 4 points in Chicago 
& Northwestern, and 2 to 8 points in a 
score of other stocks betrayed manipula- 
tion rather than the influence of the cyr- 
rent developments of any kind. That the 
Aldrich - Vreeland measure would g0 
through was a certainty early last week, 
as was the subsequent adjournment of 
Congress, and yet at that time neither of 
the:e pending developments had any such 
effect upon the stock market as they 
possessed yesterday. The Union Pacific 
financing formed a somewnat more ac- 
ceptable theory, since the flotation at good 
prices of the bonds authorized would bea 
highly important happening in the invest- 
ment field, but up to the close of business 
no announcement to this effect had been 
made, Signs of manipulation on the other 
hand were plainly to |~- discerned, and in 
every way the market indicated a resump- 
tion of the professional operations which 
came to a close ten days ago after an ad- 
vance extending over many weeks. 

The real news of the day was not of 
universally favorable tenor; the railroad 
earnings statement submitted were gen- 
erally poor, including those of the Penn- 
sylvania with its loss of $663,000 net, of 
t. Pennsylvania’s lines west of Pitts- 
burg, where the loss was $784,000 net; 
Louisville & Nashville $506,000 net, and 
the Erie $683,000, all of these figures cov- 
ering operations during the month of 
April. As an indication of industrial con- 
ditions up to within a comparatively re- 
cent date the Amalgamated Copper Com- 
pany’s annual report was an interesting 
document. It revealed a loss of above 50 
per cent. in net income for the year ended 
April 30 last, the company earning 4 1-3 
per cent. upon its stock, the dividend on 
which is now at the rate of 4 per cent. 
From the cotton mills of New England 
advices were more cheerful, and resump- 
tions appeared to be under way in many 

| places. Substantial buving of pig iron 
was again reported, but the movement has 
run too short a time as yet to afford 
grounds for any trustworthy deductions.

BIG DROP. IN EARNINGS 


1907 Income Down from Fourteen to 
Six Millions, but Mines Are 
Now Running Full Blast. 


The retirement from the directorate of 
the Amalgamated Copper ,Company of 
James Stillman, President of the Na- 
tional City Bank, was announced at the 
annual meeting yesterday at which the 
resignations of George H. Church and J.

Stillman’s retirement is In line with his 
policy begun several months ago of grad- 
ually reducing the number of his respon- 
It was the National City Bank 
which was the financial sponsor of the 
Amalgamated Copper Company at the 
time of its incorporation nine years ago, 
a fact which added interest to Mr. Still- 
man’s retirement from the board, 

The vacancies in the board were filled 
by the election of Banjamin B. Thayer, 
John D. Ryan, and John Bushnell. The 
three new Directors are all young men, 


and have been known as active workers, 
either in the Amalgamated Company or 
in other concerns with which the Stand- 
ard Oil interests have been identified. 
Benjamin B. Thayer has been the as- 
Sistant to the President of the Amalga- 
mated, and has become regarded as the 
personal representative of fi. H. Rogers, 
ohn D. Ryan was tle-organizer of the 
Butte Coalition Company, which was the 
chief factor in the compromise by which 
the Butte war between the Amalgamated 
interests and the Heinzes was ended, 
John Bushnell was formerly Controller 
of the National Transit Company, known 
as a Rogers concern. 

The balance sneet ag of April 80 ap- 
pended to the report reflects the hard 
times on which the copper industry had 
fallen before the year dealt with, which 
ended on April 80, was well under way. 
The net income is given at $6,680,556, 
which compares with $14,154,400 in the 
previous fisca] year, and with $9,161,537 
for the year ended April 30, 1906. The 
four dividends paid during the twelve- 
month totaled $6,155,516, against divi- 
dends of $11,926,312 paid in the previous 
year.

80, 1908, the fluctuation tn the selling price 
of the copper metal was greater than at any 
Other period in the history of the copper 
trade. At the time of the last annual stato- 
ment in May, 1907, there was "an unlimited 
demand for the metal, the selling price at 
that time being in the neighborhood of 25 
cents per pound. This demand was after- 
ward seriously affected by the severe fi- 
nancial depression throughout the country, 
and in the early Summer of 1907 it sud- 
denly slackened and afterward almost alto- 
ether ceased. The price of copper mean- 
ime gradually declined, and during the last 
two months of the fiscal year the metal 
has sold at from 12 to 13 cents per pound.

Total Production of 11,375,461 
Decrease of 16.3 Per Cent. 


WASHINGTON, June 1.—The Census 
Bureau has issued a report on the cotton 
crop of 1907. It says in part: 

“The finally revised figures for the 
crop of 10907, expressed in equivalent 5600- 
pound bales and including linters, show a 
total production of 11,375,461 bales. This 
represents a falling off from 1006 of 
2,220,037 bales, or-16.38 per cenr., and is 
2,804,493 bales less than the crop of 1004, 
the largest on record; while it falls short 
of the average production of the last 
six years by 845,914 bales. 

“The State reporting the largest cotton 
crop in 1907, as well as in every other 
year since the inauguration of the ginning 
reports, was Texas, with a total of 2,360,- 
478 bales. This represents an enormous 
decrease from 1906, however, amounting 
to 1,921,346 bales, or 44.9 per cent, 

“ Georgia ranked second in the quantity 
of cotton produced in 1907, with a total 
of 1,855,789 bales, representing 16.3 per 
cent. of the total production for the 
| country, and an increase of 229,459 bales

“The cotton acreage harvested in 1907 
was 31,811,000, an area larger than in 
'any previous year. 

| “The production of sea-island cotton 
| during 1907 amounted to 86,895 bales, with 
|a@ gross weight of 34,030,736 pounds, as 
|} compared with 57,550 bales, weighing 22,- 
| 281,889 pounds, in 1906. 
“The average price per pound of up- 
land cotton of the crop of 1907 was 11.46 
iecents; of Georgia and Florida sea-island, 
24.27 cents; of South Carolina sea-island, 
85.569 cents.

PUBLISHERS CANNOT 
FIX PRICE OF BOOKS 


R. H. Macy & Co. Win Victory in 
Highest Court for Which They 
Have Fought Six Years. 


MAY AFFECT PATENTS ALSO 


Federal Supreme Court Decides That 
Copyright Holders May Not Com- 
bine to Fix Price, Either. 


A decision of great importance to de- 


partment stores of the country and of in- } 


terest to the readers of “ best sellers was 
handed down yesterday by the United 
States Supreme Court, declaring that 
book publishers holding copyrights cannot 
fix the price at which their books shall 
be sold nor combine with others to do so. 


The decision is the culmination of a six} 


years’ fight between the big publishers 
of the country and R. H. Macy & Co. of 
this city. 

The department store has so far beaten 
the publishers at almost every step, and 
still has pending an action for damages 
egainst the American Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation and the American Booksellers’ 
Association for the alleged establishment 
of & boycott against the store. 

The struggle began in 1902, when Macy 
& Co. brought suit here in the Supreme 
Vourt, asking for the dissolution of the 
two associations and $100,000 damages by 
reason of the alleged boycott. The defend- 
ants demurred, and the case was taken 


to the Court of Appeals, where the de- | 


murrer was overruled. The motion for 
dissolution was denied, but in the dec!l- 
sion the court intimated that the combi- 
nation against the department store might 
be illegal wih regard to uncopyrighted 
hooks,-while declaring that thé publishers 
had a right to fix the price of books to 
which they held the copyrights, in the 
same manner as the holders of patents. 
Fincouraged by this decision, the Bobbs- 
Merrill Company, Charles 8. Scribner, 
and Charles Scribner’s Sons all brought 
suit awainst Macy’s in the United States 


Court te restrain them from selling their | 
The | 


buoks below the “ publishers’ price. 
Bobbs-Merrill people based their action 
on the allegation that a book on which 
they had fixed a price of $1 was sold at 
the department store for 89 cents. The 


first Scribner suit was brought on similar | 
grounds, and the second, to restrain the | 


department store from buying their books 
from other sources than the two associa- 


tions on the ground that this was a vio-| 


lation of the copyright law. 


The case first came up in 1904, and) 


Judge Ray, in the Circuit Court, decided 


that the publishers not only did not have | 


the right to fix the price at which the 
books should be sold under the copyright 
law, but also that they could not combine 
with others to do so. In 1905 the pub- 
lishers took the case to the Circuit Court 
of Appeals, and in June of the next year 
the court, in a decision written by Judge 


Townsend, affirmed Judge Ray's decision. | 


The publishers then appealed to the Su- 


preme Court and lost again, in the de- | 
cision handed down yesterday by Judge! 


Day. 

The old damage sult of the department 
store against the two associations was 
tried last May, before Justice Dowling, 
who decided that Macy’s could recover, 
but only in the case of uncopyrighted 

s. He appointed Edward D. O’Brien 
of 120 Broadway referee to take testi- 
mony on the amount of damages to be 
awarded. No hearings have been held 
before him, however, pending the appeal 


taken by the department store in the 
matter of copyrighted books, 
the decisions of the Federal courts in 
their favor. This will come up for argu- 
ment before the Appellate Division next 
Tuesday. 

It is interesting to note the possibility 
of the effect of yesterday's decision upon 
the right of persons holding patents to 
control the price of their commodities. As 
in the original decision of the Court of 
Appeals, which declared that the pub- 
lishers could fix the prise of copyrighted 
books on the principle that applied to 
patent owners, this was the ground on 
which the actions were brought against 
the department store in the United States 
courts. This right of patent owners has 
been affirme.l by the United States Cir- 
cult Court of Appeals. but has never been 
passed upon by the Supreme Court. 

It came out in the proceedings against 
Macy’s that the Publishers’ Association 
was in the habit of requiring firms deal- 
ing in their copyrighted books to agree 
not to sell them below the fixed price for 
a year, and also not to deal with firms 
which cut prices. The publishers’ allega- 
tlon that Macy’s had tried to influence 
other stores to follow their example in 
selling books below the ‘“ publishers’ 
price’’ was declared not proved.

A TWEED DEBT OF $700,087. 


That Balance is Still Due on 
County Court House. 


The City Chamberlain's trial balance for 
the quarter, just published, revealed the 
fact that the city still has a debit balance 
of $700,087 on account of the County 
Court House, which was built in the 
Tweed régime, and ds now in such a state 
of decay that a new Court House is being 
seriously considered as a necessity. 

Inquiries ‘At the Chamberlain's office 
yesterday developed the fact that it was 
the practice at the time of the building 
of the old Court House for contractors 
to make applications for payment to the 
Tenth National Bank. On one occasion 
.the bank paid out, without any authoriza- 
tion from the city, it is said. the sum 
of $700,087, and the city refused to make 

ood the payment. When Andrew H. 
#reen was Controller he not only refused 
to indemnify the bank for the payment, 
but also stopped a_ special bond issue 
which had been authorized for the pur- 
pose of clearing up the dept. 

Each successive Controller likewise re- 
fused to pay off the amount, and it has 
been carried on every trial balance since 
about 1869. It is probable that within 
a short time it will be stricken from the 
books, with several similar items. 

The bank did not lose the amount in- 
volved tn this transaction. It had on hand 
several sums which were due to the city, 
and the bank kept the $700,087 out of 
the <itr imoney in its possession. 
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HOT-BOX DETECTIVES. 
How the Standard Oil Experts Work in 
Establishing Their Lubricants. 

“ Hot-box detectives’ are an important 
factor in the personnel of the Standard 
Oil Company’s force of experts, employed 
to build up the oil trade with railroads 
to the exclusion of rival companies. The 
special duty of these detectives is to go 
scouting after hot-boxes and the causes 
which produce hot-boxes on the various 
railroads of the country. They ride on 
railroad passes, and are high-priced of- 
ficials of the Standard Oil Company. 

One of these hot-box detectives was on 
the witness stand yesterday in the Gov- 
ernment’s sult against the Standard now 
on before Special Examiner Franklin Fer- 
riss in the new Custom House. He was 
P. J. Stacx, an expert in the service of 
the Galena-Signal Oil Company, a sub- 
sidiary of the Standard. 

Mr. Stack was called to tell of the use 
of Galena-Signal oil on the roads over 
which he has supervision of the lubricat- 

jing. He told of the adoption of the Stan- 
dard Oil on the Union Pacific, and said 
ithe railroad had trouble getting its en- 
gineers to use the oil prepare. 
| ‘Every time one of the Galena-Signal 
| of expert educators was absent from the 
road the cost of lubrication with Galena- 
Signal oil went up, and the railroad offi- 
| Stac hastened to call him back,’ said Mr. 
tack. 

He had observed, he caid, that if the 
railroads employed experts to Instruct the 
engineers in the economic use of oils they 
invariably found that they could not get 
as good results as they could with ex- 
perts in the pay of the oil company. 

When Mr. Stack was testifying, Frank 
B. Kellogg, the Government's senior coun- 
sel, Jeft the room, saying he was going to 
Waeeents for the night and would re- 
turn this morning. Mr. Kellogg is_ the 
head of the Minnesota delegation which 
will attend the Republican National Con- 
vention this month, and said before leav- 
ing that the entire delegation is for Taft. 

After Mr. Kellogg left, his assistant, J. 
Harwood Graves of the Department of 
Justice, took command of the Govern- 
ment’s case and cross-examined Mr.

|. In response to a question, he said that

sponse to direct requests from the rail- 
road officials.

“Reducing the cost of lubrication, re-

| box detectives rarely, if ever, fail to locate 
ithe cause of the hot-box epidemic and 
| find a remedy, he said. 

Henry E. Passmore, Master Mechanic 
of the Cleveland & Ohio Central Rall- 
road, said that the Galena oil was the only 
lubricant which he had ever found to 
give entire satisfaction on any of the 
roads he was ever connected with.

Many Institutions Unite for the 
Systematic Care of Little 
Ones in Summer. 


80 NURSES. FOR THE WORK 


Cards of Instructlons to Mothers Will 
Be Sent Out by the Thou- 
sand In Campaign. 


Physicians and representatives of fifty 
hospitals, charitable and municipal orga- 
nizations, nurseries, and diet kitchens 
banded themselves together yesterday at 
a meeting held at the Department of 
Health to co-operate with Health Com- 
misioner Darlington in a campaign 
against mortality among infants this 
Summer. Every agenc? known to medi- 
cal and sanitary science will be employed 
to reduce the death rate in the next four 
months. 

Seventy-four persons were invited to 
the conference, and nearly every person 
and every institution and organization 
asked to co-operate in the movement 
was represented. 

Heretofore each hospital, charitable or- 
ganization, diet kitchen, and “he Health 
Department has been working by itself. 
The result was that the work could not 
| be carried on systematically, and there 
| was @ vast deal of unavoidable and un- 
lintentlonal working at cross purposes. 
| The organization, which is to be perma- 
; nent, was formed under the name of the 
| Conference for Hot Weather Care of 
Babies. Dr. William H. Allen, Secretary 
of the Bureau of Municipal Research, was 
elected permanent Chairman, and Dr.
